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We must know, and let our future generations know of our rich heritage, and 
Sanskar, so that the flow of knowledge must not come to stop only to us, but it must 


flow like the flow of Ganga to our next generations, too. 


Before Musapur and Sonbarsa, it was Balgudar ! 


Our ancestor, Shri Manorath Lal was either Damaad, or Nati of a prominent 
Zamindar Ambastha family of Musapur. It can safely be assumed that Shri Manorath 


Lal came to Musapur from Balgudar. 


Balgudaris a village located in modern Lakhisarai District of Bihar. 
Lakhisarai district was carved out of erstwhile Munger district on 3rd July 1994. 
Before, that date, Lakhisarai was a sub-division within Munger District. So, what we 


call Lakhisarai today, was called Munger historically. 


Now, let us come back to our ancestor Shri Manohar Lal. Shri Manorath Lal was 


either son or grandson of Shri Fera Ram. 


The above-mentioned information is given to me by Nirmal Chacha. Further, my 
father, Shri Arvind Kumar Sinha, says that there were a person named Jhodha Singh 


in our ancestral lineage. 


Furthermore, Vijay Chacha says that he (Vijay Chacha ) was told by his aunt Smt. 


Devki Devi (wife of Shri Sachitdanand Prasad) that there were two brothers named, 
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Kulwant Singh and Balbant Singh in our ancestral lineage. (Nirmal Chacha, Vijay 


Chacha and my father are all cousins because of same family-blood). 


Manorath Lal came to Musapur from Balgudar in the year 1800 AD. This year is 
taken as a reference-point of our family-history, after some scientific calculations 
and discussions with Vijay Chacha. And, from year 1800 AD onwards, we got 


belonged to Musapur. 


And, later on, about 1900 AD, a branch of our family moved to Gachhifrom Musapur. 


The big Zamindaari at Musapur and Sonbarsa, and the “assumed” presence of the 
title “Singh” in our ancestral lineage indicates that we belong to Royalty, and our 
ancestors were people of royal blood or status. | have been told that one of 
ancestors of Shri Manorath Lal was an important Revenue-Officer (A_ royal 
representative of King, who visits agricultural lands and maintains records of 
ownership and tilling) under Giddhaur Raj. It is good to keep in mind that during 
eighteenth century (1700-1799) modern Lakhisarai was a part of Giddhaur State. 


So, the “Royalty” is in our blood since time so old. 


Sun sets in the evening, and covered by darkness of the night. But, Sun is bound to 


rise again and shine. It is DNA of the Sun. It is character of the Sun. We all 
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descendants of Shri Manorath Lal are like the Sun. We are bound to rise and shine. 


That is in our character. That is our DNA. 


In the next chapter, | will share family tree for four generations starting from Shri 


Manorath Lal, and let you see more hidden jewels from the treasure of our family-

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3.Who We Are ?

generations. 


Why Balgudar is an important reference in our Family-Identity? 


As we know that Balgudaris a village located in modern Lakhisarai 
District of Bihar. Historically, Balgudar was part of Munger. If we wish 
to analyze the history of Balgudar, we should do it in the context of 
history of Munger. And when we consider the history of Munger, we 


should do it in the context of history of Anga, Banga and Kalinga. 








After proper analysis of the historical facts, a sense of pride surely will 
instill into your heart and mind that our ancestors were contributors in 


the history of Anga and Banga, in general; and Balgudar in particular. 


Anga and Banga 





A king named Bali had no son. So, he requested the sage, Dirghatamas, 
to bless him with sons. The sage is said to have begotten five sons 
through his wife, the queen Sudesna. The princes were named Anga, 
Banga, Kalinga, Sumha and Pundra. These princes established 


kingdoms in their own names.

Balgudar in the context of Pal Dynasty and Sen Dynasty 


Balgudar, and a vast area surrounding it, was administrative and 
religious centre during period of Pal Dynasty. This region during Pal 


administration was the capital of the Pals for some period. 


Madan Pal (reigned 1144 AD - 1162 AD) was the last king of Pal 
Dynasty of Bengal. As during his era there were constant wars and 
frictions with Sen Dynasty, so he was forced to relocate his capital to 
Munger for some time. This Munger should not be confused with the 
modern Munger of today, but the old Munger which included Lakhisarai 
in it, and Lakhisarai in it, included Balgudar and Rajauna. This region, in 
Buddha literature, has been mentioned as “Anguttri” meaning thereby a 


district status. 


Monuments (of period 1161 AD -1162 AD) of King Madan Pal was found 
in Balgudar. The kings of Pal Dynasty, including Madan Pal, were 
Buddhist 


According to Buddhist literature, Padmasambhav, there goes a story 


that Hindu King attacked the area and destroyed the Buddhist Maths. 








That Hindu king as mentioned in the Buddhist literature was actually 
King Vijay Sen of the Sen Dynasty. Kings of the Sen Dynasty were 
proudly calling themselves “Ambastha”. They were Hindus, and were 


against Buddhists of that time.

It is said that just about 200 years ago or so from today, in Balgudar, 
more than 300 Chulhas were lit in the evening for cooking food in 
families of Ambastha Clan. It indicates that there were more than 300 


Ambastha families in Balgudar itself, about 200 years ago or so. 
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It is an important point that Balgudar was a village or basti of only 


Ambatha, and, of course, they kept people of other castes, in different 





Tolas, for running their social and other daily requirements. 


This is also a point to consider that in older days, means of 
communication or transportation were not as fast as it is today. People 
going to another places in Military actions tend to settle there in order 


to keep control on that newly won area. 


Balgudar, as a village or basti of Ambastha were a settlement of a 
branch of victorious Sen Dynasty (who were calling themselves 
Ambastha) to keep control on the local area. A Branch of Sen Dynasty 


also ruled this region for some period in 11" century. 


From 11' century to 18" century, Balgudar has seen rulers from the 


Turkish Clan, Moughal Clan and Chandel Rajput Clan (of Giddhaur Raj). 


However, the picture during last one or two centuries is that many 


Ambastha families have migrated from Balgudar to different places 
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selling their lands and properties in search of livelihood and, at present 


only 3 or 4 Ambastha families are living in Balgudar. 


The information about 300 Chulhas and then the migration of many 
Ambastha families to other places are given to me by Shri 
Bhuvaneshwar Prasad and Shri Gautam Giriyage of village 
Balguddar. Both of them are Ambastha. | also give credit to Shri Ashok 
Singh of Lakhisarai - a Historian tracking Buddhist Circuit of Huen 
Tsang, who gave me valuable information about “Padmasambhav” — a 


Buddhist literature, and Balgudar. 


Now, a vital question ! Who are we ? 


Who Jodha Singh, or Kulwant Singh, or Balbant Singh were in our 
ancestral lineage? These issues of investigation and search is still on in 
my curious mind. But, it is clear that it was normal in such fiduciary 


mediaval Indian society to grant title of “Singh” to the Zamindars. 


Since, we are Ambastha from Balgudar, we belong to the royalty of 


Sen Dynasty.

5. The Grace of Zamindari and Culture in the 


Family 


In the second chapter, we talked that because, we are Ambastha from 














The Ambasthas of these Baarah Gaon were having matrimonial 


relations, economical relations and cultural relations among themselves. 


That is why, it was not uncommon in our family that some of our Fuas 
(aunts) or Fua-Dadis were married in families in those Baarah Gaon, 
and some of our Chachis or Dadis came into our family after marriage, 


from those Baarah Goan. 


For example, daughter of Shri Manorath Lal (that is, sister of Shri 
Shilwant Sahay @ Mokhtar Saheb and Shri Visheshwar Dayal) was 


married into an effluent Ambastha family of Gaura. 


Daughter of Shri Shilwant Sahay (that is, sister of Shri Vindhyawasini 
Prasad and Ayodhya Prasad) was married into an effluent Ambastha 
family of Dhurlak. We still call that Fua-Dadi as “Dhurlak Wali Fua”. 


Such information is subjected, and limited to my personal knowledge. If 
more information may kindly be provided to me, by the elders, then 


more can be incorporated for the knowledge of present generations. 


Wife of Shri Satchitanand Prasad, Smt. Devki Devi was from Mamrezpur 


(Vaishali) and interesting fact is that niece of Smt. Deviki Devi; Shanti

Our Ancestors after Shri Manorath Lal 


Shri Shilwant Sahay was practicing Mokhtari (A form of Advocacy in 
accordance with the then Royal Charter) in Darbhanga Civil Court. So, 
he was used to travel between Musapur and Darbhanga frequently due 


to his duel responsibility as a land-owner and also as a Mokhtar. 


When Shilwant Sahay was returning to Samastipur from Darbhanga by 
train (The Samastipur-Darbhanga railway- line was opened for famine 
relief in 1874 and opened to the public on 1 November, 1875), he was 
always being received by many nobles of the villages each time at the 
railway-station, and was used to come to Musapur in Palanquin (Palki), 
with other people walking along discussing various issues and affairs of 


contemporary nature. 


He was a brave man. There goes a story about a war for the landed 
property in Ajhaur (Begusarai). When local people tried to capture the 
land, there was a war between two sides, and that war cost some local 


lives. 
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Partition between the Uncle and the Nephew 


Shri Visheshwar Dayal was a person of good heart and fine taste. He 
died early by the age of thirty years, leaving behind his son Shri 
Bhagwat Sahay. Shri Shiwant Sahay, the younger brother of Shri 
Visheswar Dayal, managed the property due to sudden demise of his 
brother. On attaining the proper age and stature, a peaceful partition 


took place between Shri Shilwant Sahay and Shri Bhagwat Sahay. 


Shri Bhagwat Sahay, then moved to Gachhi and took charge of his 
Zamindari. He was, indeed, a person of impressive personality. He is 


said to be a tall person of 6’ with strong built. 


It is still, not uncommon, in our family to have boys as tall as 5’ 8” or so, 
if not 6’. 


The grace and glory of the eras of Shri Bhagwat Sahay (who was looking 


after the Zamindari from the eastern side), and Shri Vindhyawasini

Prasad (who was looking after the Zamindari from the western side) 


was also great. 


On seeing Shri Bhagwat Sahay or Shri Vindhyawasini Prasad, people 
due to respect for them (or say, due to fear from them) always had to 
de-wear the shoes and only after keeping the shoes in hand they could 


pass the road. 


Shri Bhagwat Sahay was a great horse-rider. Other horse-riders were 
used to demount from their horses, when they used to see Shri Bhagwat 


Sahay coming on the way riding his horse. 


The then British Government in India, then wanted to introduce a 
Strongly centralized and Government-controlled system of education, 
which were to be planned be public and modeled on British Public 
Schools. They were to train young men to become top government 


officials for the Crown Colony. 


Each province of then India had to have one such school. 


The commissioner of then Patna Division (Samastipur was part of 


Patna Division till 1908) had sent his representative to Shri Bhagwat 
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Sahay to make a deal that on his land that school would be opened and 
He will be given some seats and representation in Board of 


Administrators of that school. 


Shri Bhagwat Sahay was already angry with the British Government, 


because the then Government had already acquired a good portion of 


his land at then Kashipur village for building Railway Quarters (s/tuated 


alongside the railway-lines and behind the Thaneshwar Mandir), and 


also for building Samastipur Civil Court. 


Before, the present location of the Samastipur Lower Court, the Lower 


Court was used to function in a small building somewhere at Tazpur. 


It was not that the whole land acquired by the British Government 
belonged only to Shri Bhagwat Sahay. But, one or two more Zamindars 
were also sufferer of that acquisition in a similar way as Shri Bhagwat 


Sahay was. 


So, Shri Bhagwat Sahay was angry, very angry. He refused the proposal 
of the Commissioner of Patna for giving his land at Kashipur for their 


proposed English Model School. 








But, the Commissioner of Patna used the tactics and acquired the 
required land at Kashipur and an English School, named, “King Edward 
VII High School” was established by the British Government at Kashipur, 


Samastipur. 


KEIH School at Kashipur, Samastipur of today was “King Edward High 
School” of that era, which was established as a school on the model of 


British Edward Schools of Birminghum. 


It was the single school established on that model in the whole Patna 


Division of Bengal Presidency of that time. 


Shri Bhagwat Sahay filed a case in Kalkatta High Court. (At that time, 
Patna High Court was not established. It was established on 9 
February 1916). 


He won the case against the British Government, and also a 


compensation of Rupees 3000/- in that time. 


Shri Bhagwat Sahay was not just aggressive always. He was very kind 
as well. He donated to a Bhumihar of Jatmalpur from his one portion of 


the landed property (which was ranging upto H. P. Ghosh Road near

railway station) a chunk of approximate 10 Kattha of land, which was 


somewhere near where Old Post Office Road is today . 


Story also goes that in a particular year, Tazia procession of Muslims 
living under his Zamindari was stone-pelted by some locals. He told the 


Muslims, “Don’t worry, the next year my five sons will be walking 


ahead of your Tazia procession. Nobody, then, will dare to disturb 


your procession.” 


Shri Anand Kishore Prasad @ Tintin Babu was a person inclined 
towards educational endeavour. He did his Matriculation from King 
Edward High School, Samastipur. Then, he proceeded to Muzaffarpur. 
From Langat Singh College, He did his B.A. There He won, Batheja 





Medal for excellence. Then, He did his L.Lb. from Law College, Patna. 


For some time, he taught English in King Edward High School, 
Samastipur. However, he joined Darbhanga Bar on 21°' May, 1948 as a 


lawyer, the profession which was very close to His heart. 


May be, the soul of Shri Shilwant Sahay @ Mokhtar Saheb might have 


induced in Him some inspiration.

13. History — Just The Past Or The Quest For The 
Truth ? 


In the last chapters, we have come to know many aspects of our family- 
history — our ancestors, their Zamindari, our Gosai, our KhasGhar, our 


Gotra and the general culture prevailing in family. 


History — the quest for the truth 


History is not just about knowing the past. It is also about searching the 


“Truth”. Study of history is successful, only when, we learn from it. 


It is said that three things cannot be hidden long — the Sun, the Moon 
and the Truth. Truth contains less jargons, and more crude. It may 
contain so much crude that it can become hard to confront it 


sometimes. 








People stops telling truth 


| still remember, Lali Chachi (wife of Shri Arun Kumar Sinha) with great 
respect for her. She is not today with us on this earth, but She is in my 
heart in a similar way, as she would be living in the hearts of my 


cousins. 


On the occasion of marriage of Atul Bhaiya, when many members of our 
family had gone to Deoghar, in Baraat; my wife, my kids and | stayed 


back in home with Chachi at Musapur. 


It is very special to mention that Atul Bhaiya, had insisted that he would 
get married in the city of Baijanath Dham only, or otherwise not. All 
were surprised! However, guardians of the family agreed on it. 
Therefore, all the Saraatis from Muzaffarpur, and Baraatis from 


Musapur went to Baijanath Dham to solemnize the marriage. 


| still feel that he is a person of clean heart and a devotee of Lord Shiva. 
What motivated him ? Can we recall the connection between our Gosai 


Sokha Baba and Lord Shiva ? 
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During that occasional stay with Chachi, | requested her to tell me past 
stories about our family and as a result she told me many. From noon, it 


became evening ! We did not felt how time fly by!! 


When she finished telling all that what she could, | saw a sign of 
sadness on her face. She told one special thing, which | will never forget 
in my whole life. She told, “If someone says truth, he/she is always 
misunderstood as Badmaas (rude). It happens even in family also. As a 


result, people stop telling truth.” 


Dark-age 


Her sentence that as a result, people stops telling truth, kept resonating 


in my mind. Still it does. 


Dark age of our family started in 1970, when Shri Ram Niranjan Prasad 
@ Nandan Baboo died. With death of his younger brother, Shri Anand 
Kishore Prasad @ Tintin Baboo in 1976, the darkness got deepened and 


the whole family lost the way of peace and progress. 








An atmosphere of mistrust and a lack of confidence spread in the whole 
family. Quarrel, Mukaddmebaazi and ugly things like raising hands on 


own brother took place. 


The power granted by our Gosai, Sokha Baba (the God of bravery) and 
Gorilmal Baba (the Lord of Justice), which should have been used for 
better understanding and progress, that ‘bravery’ and ‘power of justice’ 
were used against each other in the family. Survival became more 


important than progress. 


Root-cause 


The root-cause of all evils was not the landed properties actually, but it 
was “lack of cash” indeed. In order to meet the requirement of cash, 


landed properties were sold. Not by one or two, but by everyone. 


It was a great paradox that at one side we were from Zamindaar family, 


and on the other side, cash-chest was empty. 


Pakaura 








In this regard, | think it is pertinent to mention a story that goes about 
Shri Vindhyavasini Prasad (father of Shri Ram Niranjan Prasad @ 
Nandan Baboo and Shri Anand Kishore Prasad @ Tintin Baboo). 


The story is something like this that one day in lunch, Shri Vindhyavasini 
Prasad was offered a Thali of food, which contained Chawal, Dal, Sabzi 


and Pakauras. 


On seeing the Thali with a deep look, specially the Pakauras, he looked 
at our ParDadi and said, “Radha Mai, This home will survive or will be 


gone?” 


After that day, it was maintained that our ParDada should be served 
Chawal, Dal and Sabzi only. However, Pakauras were kept being fried 
regularly in kitchen and kept being served to other members of the 
family in lunch. | think, our ParDada, Shri Vindhyavasini Prasad, never 


came to know that; and believed that his advice was being obeyed! 


Shri Vindhyavasini Prasad proceeded to Lord-Abode in April, 1948, 
about 72 years ago from today. He was labeled, however, as “Miser 


(Kanjoos)”. 
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Still today, people of my family, even peoples of my generation, too, still 
mention him as Kanjoos. And how painful, it would have been for him 


that his descendants still remember him as miser!! 


With all respect to my family-members, | wish to disagree that he was a 
miser. | wish to take side of my ParDada, and wish to clarify to everyone 


that He was not a miser but a “value-investor”. 


He might have objected expenditure on “Pakaura”, but, never objected 


expenditure on education. 


School and College education in early 1930s, 1940s, 1950s, 1960s were 
strong ladder to big Government Jobs and Prestigious professions like 


advocacy and medical-practice. 


He never objected expenditure, which might have been incurred, in 


obtaining education by his sons. 








Shri Anand Kishore Prasad got his education from K.E. School, 
Samastipur; L.S. College, Muzaffarpur and then Law College, Patna. 


Who had met expenditure on it? 


His message to the family was that do that expenditure only, which can 
fetch valuable benefit for the family. If expenditure is not going to build 
a future, let us not do that. He wanted to tell our family that “Pakauras” 
with Chawal, Dal and Sabzi was just a symbol of extravagant and 


wasteful life-style. 


What MBA teaches about positive cash-flow and low-cost-fly-model 


today, He tried to taught us that, decades ago. 


But, Alas ! People of our own family misunderstood his message, and, 
ultimately suffered a heavy price later on in the form of loss of 


prosperity and peace !! 


Departure from Core-values 
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| would like to mention that Shri Parmanand Prasad (the youngest son 
of Shri Bhagwat Prasad) pursued his graduation from Kolkata 


University, which must be a matter of great pride for all of us. 


And his eldest brother, Shri Achutyanand Prasad @ Registrar Saheb 
took care that his younger brother should get the best. 


| have listened stories from my father and uncles from Gachhi and 
Musapur as well that younger brothers were keeping great respect for 
their elder brothers. So much so respect that they were not speaking 
with eye in eye to elder brothers. Elder brothers were also keeping care 


of younger brothers. 


This culture of mutual respect and help disappeared, and slowly the 
culture of mocking the brothers crept into the family. Since mutual 
respect and help among brothers/cousins disappeared, so disappeared 


peace and prosperity in the whole family! 


Outsiders like Kedar Tiwari, Kailash Jha, Lal Baba Tantrik and other 





people like them became important, and own brothers/cousins became 


outsiders ! 
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The outsiders took all benefits from our family, and after fetching the 
benefits, left our family in deeper crisis - both financially and 
emotionally. The outsiders cannot be blamed for that, though, the 


blame should come entirely only to us, as a family. 


We allowed them to take control of our moral and decisions. We should 
together own the responsibility for that, and must vow that at least we 


should not let it be repeated. 


Is it not true that, today, in spite of having brothers/cousins, we are 
feeling alone in the world!!? Please do correct me, if | am wrong in my 


assessment! 


What prompted us to give up moral and righteous decisions? 


Of course, the following things, which ultimately led our family to 


disintegrate and decline: 
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. Disrespect for Gosai, 
. Disrespect for ancestors, 
. Not paying heed to the true advice given by father, 


.A deadly combination of Gussa (anger) and Ghamand 


(haughtiness), 


. Mocking at own brothers — be elder, or younger, and 
. Lack of respect for financial-education, and lack of respect for 


hard-work. 


Gosai are our real Gods. We must know about them and let our children 
know about them. They represent our true DNA. We must take care of 


them as it should be taken. 


We are bound to our ancestors. They are like stars in the sky. They are 
watching us and our actions from the sky Abode. Seeking blessings of 


our ancestors must be a general way of our life.

15. An Important Question - Who Was Nana Ji? 


Do we know who the Nana Ji was? In whose home at Musapur, Shri 
Manorath Lal came as Nati? Have we ever tried to know, who that Nana 
Ji was, who was the first source of our prosperity and Zamindaari we 


talked about? 


| tried my best to know about him, but, no one was knowing anything 


about him, neither his name, nor his life ! 


He died an unknown name. And he is still thirsty ! 


Please allow me to name him as, Nana Ji Bhagwan, with all respect for 


him and for better reference. 


An elder brother of mine, whom | respect a lot, told me a story. He told 
me that he had heard from his own maternal-grandmother that our 


Nana Ji Bhagwan had a son. 
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His teenage son was was suffering from illness and was physically very 
weak. One day, his ill teenage son died, and this gave a deep shock to 


Nana Ji Bhagwan. A father cannot see this. 


Owing to grief, and emotional pain, aggrieved Nana Ji Bhagwan cursed 
that his property could be enjoyed by none. Later on, however, his 


property was inherited by Shri Manorath Lal, being his Nati. 


The narration of my elder brother did not surprise me at all, because | 
too have seen only an undercurrent of tension and peace-less-ness in 


the family since my childhood. 


It appears that our family has not given Him the respect, and the place 


that He deserves. He was the actual man, due to whom our ancestors 
arrived at Musapur from Balgudar. And after acquiring his property, we 


perhaps forgot him. 





We have never remembered his name, never mentioned him in our 


family-affairs, nor bowed down ever, remembering his existence.

The word “Kuladevata” is derived from two words: Kula, 
meaning clan and Devata, meaning deity. Thus, it can be said that 
our Kuladevatas and Kuldevis are deities whom our clan ought to 


worship. 


Gosai is aHindiword derived from Sanskrit: Taal, i.e. "Lord of 


Senses".

So, our Gosai are not just symbols of our DNA or characters, but 
they are also the Lords of our family, who must be worshiped by us 


with great respect and reverence. 








Repeatedly what we do, we become! As repeatedly we remember 
our Gosai, so we acquire or awake the qualities of our Gosai in 


ourselves. As such, we become true sons of our Gosai. 


In this era of calendars and photos, we worship many gods who are 
printed on the calendars, or are framed because they are printed on 
calendars and easily available. But, many of them are not our 
Kuldevta or Kuldevi. Actually, we have forgotten our own Kuldevta 


and Kuldevi in the crowd of calendars and photos. 


The era of calendars in India started when Raja Ravi Verma, a 
famous painter of the 19° Century established a printing press in 
Bombay with a Dutch partner. He started to print the calendars of 
gods and goddesses, he painted. He chose characters of the 
Ramayana and the Mahabharata as they were widely popular in 


folklores of the people at that time. 


It was a good business idea, as a painting made by him on a canvas 
could have been available to just one person, whereas the painting 
can be replicated in many copies, when printed on the calendar. It 


made a good fortune to Raja Ravi Verma. 
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Before, this era of the calendars and photos, there were three types 
of gods - the Kuldevta (the Gosai in home), the Gramdevta (in the 
Thakurbari of the village) and the gods in big temples like Baidhnath 


Dham or Tirupati. 


But, the calendars and the photos made the characters of the 
Ramayana and the Mahabharata available everywhere, and 
ultimately over the generations, they (the characters of the 
Ramayana and the Mahabharata) become more worshiped. As a 
result, the Kuldevtas and the Kuldevis become the second-rated 


gods. 


Family-members, migrated to other cities, when come home, they go 
to the Gosai, just fold their hands, look at the Pindis with awe, and 
come back. They do not know whom they have folded their hands to? 
Who are they? Why are they? 








Older generations also not tried to let them know, because they also 
did not know. Slowly, Our Gosai in our own home, become alien to us 


in comparison to the gods shining in the calendars and the photos. 


Our Gosai - Sokha Baba, Gorilmal Baba and Hanuman Ji —- are 
manifestations of energy of Shiva, whereas Bageshwari Mai, Bandi 


Mani and Kali Mai are manifestations of energy of Shakti. 


To understand the glory and grace of our Gosai, we have to first 


understand the glory and grace of Shiva and Shakti. 


In Hinduism, Shiva and Vishnu are the only two Gods who are not 
fathered by anyone. They are Ajanmaa, Ajar and Amar. They are 
there even before the creation and will remain there even after the 
MahaPralay. Every other Gods or Goddesses have come from the 


lineage of either Shiva or Vishnu. 


In Hinduism, apart from Shiva and Vishnu, there is an another energy 


also, who is said to be Ajanmaa, Ajar and Amar. She is Shakti. It is 
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argued what is inside Shiva and Vishnu, which made Shiva, the 
Shiva; and Vishnu, the Vishnu? 


It is postulated that Shakti is the energy who made Shiva, the Shiva; 
and Vishnu, the Vishnu. 


Shakti: 


Shakti is called the Hindu Divine Mother, as the absolute and 


ultimate. Every other things or powers of this universe is considered 


to be merely her diverse manifestations. 


As per Devi-Bhagvat, Shakti declares: “| am Manifest Divinity, 
Unmanifest Divinity and Transcendent Divinity. | am Brahma, Vishnu 
and Shiva, as well as Saraswati, Lakshimi and Parvati. | am the Sun, | 
am the stars. | am also the Moon. | am all animals and birds and | am 
the outcaste as well as the thief. | am the low person of dreadful 
deeds and also the great person of excellent deeds. | am female, and 


| am the male in the form of Shiva”. 




















Repeatedly what we do, we become! Repeatedly we remember our 
Gosai, we acquire or awake the qualities of our Gosai in ourselves. 


We become true sons of our Gosai. 


That in a similar way, as Kishun Baba (Shri Shri Krishnanand Prasad, 
S/o Shri Bhagwat Sahay) and Gareria Baba were telling us to close 
the holes of our ears and listen the Anhad Dhwani (limitless sound) 
coming from inside of us ! 


The more we travel inside of us, the more we become one with 
ourselves. And Durga-Puja is a way of life for us for inward-journey !!

20. Our Gosai and Durga-Puja 


In our Gosai, every year, Devi Durga is worshiped with great respect. 
During Durga-Puja, we worship nine different forms of Shakti so as to 
awaken the Shiva in ourselves, and we may be able to attract 
blessings of Knowledge and Prosperity and be free from mental- and 


physical- pain by grace of Shakti. 


Nine different forms of Shakti are for activating Nine Chakra of us, 
each day dedicated to one Chakra. The tenth day is Vijayadasmi, 


which marks our victory. 


Mahalya 


In Anga, Banga and Kalinga traditions Durga Puja is preceded by 
Mahalya. Mahalya is extending invitation to Maa Durga to visit her 
natal home (i.e. our home) with her children — Ganesha, Kartikeya, 
Lakshmi and Saraswati. Mahalya is believed to mark the start of 


Durga’s Journey to our home.

The Jau: The barley-seed (Jau) spread around the Kalasha is symbol 
of fertility and possibility. 


The Jayanti: The Jayanti (or Jantri) is symbol of abundance and 
prosperity.

The Kalasha made from earthen clay also symbolises - the earth and 
the womb, which nurtures and nourishes life. 
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The Mango-Leaves: The 5-mango leaves on the Kalasha represent 
the five senses, and symbolize the pleasure aspect of fertility and 
possibility. 


The Coconut: The coconut is used as a symbolic head. 


The three small holes (i.e. the eyes) visible in a mature-coconut have 
given it an association with Shiva.

In Anga, Banga and Kalinga traditions, Durga-Puja also includes the 
worship of Lakshmi, Saraswati, Ganesha and Kartikeya, who are 
considered to be Maa Durga's children. 








The First Form of Shakti: 


Shailaputri 


Shailaputri means the daughter (Putri) of the mountain (Shaila). The 
Mother Goddess took birth in the house of Himavat and Meena - 
the King and Queen of the Mountains. 


The first day of Puja starts with introduction of Maa Shakti and her 
lineage. 


Devi Shailaputri is depicted with two hands and has a crescent moon 
on her forehead. 
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She holds a trident in her right hand and a lotus flower in the left. She 
rides on a bull. 


Two Hands : Two hands means - the left and the right part of our 
brain. 


The left and the right are also two simple directions which includes 
all the ten directions and eight quadrants in it. 


The right part of our brain is Chetan, which applies logic. The left 
part of the brain is Awchetan, which is subconscious, spiritual and 
boundless. 


It shows that a simple thing too contain in it possibility of more 
complex things. So, the start must be simple and we must start with 
the simple things to understand the complex things. Our logical and 
subconscious efforts when applied with good-intentions, bring 
goodness in our lives. 


The Crescent Moon: A crescent moon on her forehead symbolizes 
importance of mind, and possibility of its growth. Application of Gyan 
and knowledge for betterment of our personal and professional lives. 








The Trident: The trident in her right hand shows the combination of 
three. It may be that with Mansa, Karmana and Vachana we must be 
progressively active. 


The Lotus: The lotus in Durga's left hand is not fully bloomed. It 
symbolises certainty of success but not finality. It is about 
knowledge. It is also about the culture. 


The lotus in Sanskrit is called "Pankaja" which means born of mud. 
Thus, lotus stands for the continuous evolution of the spiritual quality 
of devotees amidst the worldly mud of lust and greed. 


The Bull (Nandi): The bull is a symbol of authority. 


According to the Vayu Purana, Nandi is the son of Kasyapa and 
Surabhi. 


In the Saura Purana, Nandi has his role as Shiva’s gatekeeper. 
Besides being Shiva’s vehicle, Nandi is also the chief of the god’s 
team of Ganas. Consequently, he often carries a symbol of Authority. 


Message to us: 


We must be careful for our identity and lineage, who we are !! 








The Second Form of Shakti: 


Brahmcharini: 


"Brahma" means "the one self-existent Spirit, the Absolute Reality or 
Universal". "Charini" means “occupied with, engaged, proceeding, 
moving within or going after”. 


She is the goddess of Tapasya and simplicity in life-style (asceticism 
and penance). Her name is the female equivalent of one who 
practices Brahmacharya. 
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She is depicted as walking bare feet, carrying a Japa-Malain her 
right hand and a Kamandal in her left hand. 


It is said that Parvati (the daughter of Parvat) aspire to marry Shiva. 
She did a great Tapasya to get Shiva as her husband. During 
Tapasya she became Brahmcharini. 


The Jap-Mala: The Jap-mala is symbol of focus and repeating a good 
things many times. 


Mantras are typically repeated hundreds or even thousands of times. 
The mala is used so that one can focus on the meaning or sound of 
the mantra. 


Be we a Banker, or an Engineer, or an Accountant, or an Advocate, 
or an Employee, or a Student, or a Teacher, itis repetition/revision of 
knowledge of Rules, Laws, Theories as well as focus on our 
endeavours, which makes us Masters in our respective fields. 


If we aspire success in our professional or personal lives, as Parvati 
aspire for Shiva, we need to focus on repeating a good things many 
times. 


The Kamandal: Kamandal is a symbol of a simple life-style. A simple 
life-style makes us intelligent and logical. Intelligence and logic are 
key to success in life. 


Our children have to touch a new height of success in their lives, and 
accordingly, they must be taught the importance of being focused, 
minimalistic, intelligent and logical in their approach to their 
success. 
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The Third Form of Shakti: 


Chandraghanta

Chandraganta is made up of two words, “Chandra”, meaning moon, 
and “Ghanta”, meaning bell. 
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She adorns her forehead with a half- moon- shaped bell, which 
explains the origin of her name. She is always ready for war. 


Goddess Chandraghanta mounts the tigrer. She is depicted with ten 
hands. Goddess Chandraghanta carries Trishul, Gada, Sword 
and Kamandal in her four left hands and keeps the fifth left hand 
in Varadamudra. 


She carries a Lotus Flower, Arrow, Dhanush and Japa-Mala in her 
four right hands and keeps the fifth right hand in Abhaya Mudra. 


The Half- Moon- Shaped Bell: Bell is symbol of alertness/readiness. 


The Half- Moon- Shaped Bell on forehead means that the Shakti is 
mentally alert with the surroundings and ready to pro-act as per the 
situation. 


The Tiger: A tiger symbolizes unlimited power. 


Durga riding a tiger indicates that she possesses unlimited power 
and uses it both for protecting virtues and destroying evils. 


The tiger represents power, will and determination. Mother Durga 
riding the tiger symbolizes her mastery over all these qualities. 


This suggests to the devotee that one has to possess all those 
qualities to get over the demons present in the society and life. 
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The Ten Hands: The ten hands are symbols of ten directions. It is 
about being alert in all the ten directions. 


Trishul ,Gada, Sword, Arrow and Dhanush: The weapons in the 
hands of Durga Devi such as a mace, sword, disc, arrow, and trident 
convey the idea that one weapon cannot destroy all different kinds of 
enemies. 


Different weapons must be used to fight enemies depending upon 
the circumstances. 


VardanMudra and AbhayMudra: It symbolise that if we are alert and 
proactive with all our talents, then the Shakti protects us from evil- 
powers and gives us Vardaan of success in our life. 


Bandi Mai of our Gosai: Bandi Mai of our Gosai is a form of 
Chandraghanta. 


She is ever ready to protect us from any evil power from outside or 
inside. She is protecting us and liberating us from mental- and 
physical-pain. 








The Fourth Form of Shakti: 


Kushmanda: 


The Mother Goddess Shakti, in the form of Maa Kushmanda, brings 
the energy (Ushma) of the sun to the universe (Anda). The shape of 
the universe is oval. 


Since then, this form of the Goddess has been known as Kushmanda, 
namely for her power and capability to that is being possessed by 
the Sun. The Sun is said to be the ultimate source of life on the earth, 
or may be in the whole universe.

Maa Kushmanda, rides on a tiger and has eight hands. 


She holds a Kamandal, Dhanush, Arrow and Kamal in Her right 
hands. 


Her left hands hold Amrit-Kalash (the pot of nectar, the source of 
life), Japa-Mala, Gada and Chakra. 


Eight Hands: These represent eight quadrants in Hinduism. It shows 
that brightness can be activated in all spheres of our lives. 


Amrit-Kalash: It is symbol of life and fulfillment. 


The Kalasha is believed to contain amrita, the elixir of life. Therefore, 
Kalasha is viewed as a symbol of abundance, wisdom, and 
immortality. 


It comes when we posses energy inside us, and proact with all our 
talents for the goodness of our family. 








The Fifth Form of Shakti: 


Skandamata: 


The Mother Goddess, Shakti, as Skandmata is mother of Skanda @ 
Kartikeya. 


Goddess Skandamata mounts a lion. She carries baby Skanda in her 
lap. 








Skandamata is depicted with four hands. She carries Lotus Flowers 
in her upper two hands. 


She holds baby Skanda in right hand and keeps the left hand 
in Abhayamudra. 


Skanda: Skanda or Kartikeya is said to be the most talented God in 
the art of warfare and power. 


Skanda in lap of Shakti signifies that we should be the Skanda of our 
family, and we are being showered love and affection in the form of 
bliss of knowledge and prosperity by our mother Shakti. 


As ason in the lap of mother, is the most blessed creature of the 
earth, so also are we ! 


The Lion: As tiger, the lion also symbolizes vast power, will and 
determination. 


Bageshwari Mai of our Gosai: Bageshwari Mai of our Gosai is a form 
of Skandamata. She is giver of Knowledge (in the form of Saraswati) 
and Prosperity (in the form of Lakshmi) to us. 








The Sixth Form of Shakti: 


Katyayani: 





Goddess Katyayani rides on a lion and may be depicted with four, 
ten, or eighteen hands. 


At the Ashram of Katyayan Rishi, she was created by combined 
energies of the all the gods with a motive to kill Mahishasura. 
Katyayan Rishi, who gave the combined energy of gods a proper 
form. Therefore, she is also called as Katyayani or "daughter of 
Katyayana”. Rishi Katyayan was the first person who worshipped her 
on the earth, after she was created. 
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It is tradition in our local culture that on the sixth day of the Puja, Maa 
Durga’s eyes are drawn (called Chakshudan). It is symbol that on 
this sixth day, Maa Durga (in the form of Katyayani), as Mahishashur- 
mardini, is fully activated (Jagrat). 


Katyayani may have four, eight, ten or eighteen hands as per 
perception of the devotee. Many hands are symbol that she, as one, 
is possessing cosmic powers of many gods, including Shiva, Vishnu, 
Yam, Indra, Varun, Brahma and many more. 


In that fierce battle, she cuts his head with her sword, coming to be 
known ever since as “Mahishasuramardhini”, the slayer of 
Mahishasura. The sword that Durga holds in one of her hands 
symbolizes knowledge, which has the sharpness of a sword. 


The Seventh Form of Shakti: 


Kalaratri: 








The first part of the word Kalaratri is Kala. 


Kala primarily means time but also means black in honour of being 
the first creation before light itself. 
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The Eighth Form of Shakti: 


Mahagauri: 


She rides the bull, just like Goddess Shailaputri. 


She has four arms, holding a Trishula in one of her right hands and 
depicts the Abhayamudra with the other right hand. 


She carries a tambourine or Damaruin one left hand and depicts 
the Varadamudra in her other left hand. 


Mahagauri is extreme equal but opposite force of Kalaratri. Kalaratri 
is so powerful and fierce, whereas Mahagauri is also powerful and 
soothing. These are two opposite and extreme forces, about which 
the devotees are aware and worship the both. 
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Damru is a symbol of infinity, the endless. Sound of Damru is energy. 


It represents that the universe is expanding and collapsing. From 
where it is expanding, it is collapsing there only. It's an endless 
process. 


Sound of Damru also symbolyses the hymes of the Vedas, which 
brings energy into mind and heart. 


Damru in the hands of Maa Mahagauri depicts that her grace and 
blessings will keep energizing us for a long-long time. 








The Ninth Form of Shakti: 


Sidhidatri: 


Goddess Siddhidatri sits on a lotus or rides on a tiger or lion. She is 
depicted with four hands. She has Gadain the one right hand, 
a Chakra in the other right hand, a Lotus Flower in the left hand and 
a Shankha in the other left hand. 


The sound that emanates from a Shankha (conch) is the sound of the 
sacred syllable AUM (or Om), which is said to be the sound of 
creation. 








The Chakra or beautiful discus, which spins around the index finger 
of the Goddess, while not touching it, signifies that the entire world is 
moving around its axis of Dharma (Action of Duty). 


Maa Siddhidatri symbolises that with the application of creativity, 
purity and action of duty towards ourselves, our family, our clan and 
our society we are bound to attain success, peace and prosperity in 
our endeavours.

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21. Our Gosai and Lord Shiva 








Shiva is the only power, who has been depicted in many forms. 
Shiva, in his hermit form, is Adiyogi, while in Grihastha form He is 
Shankar. 


There are many other forms also, such as Nataraja, Rudra, 
Bhikskatana (a begger), Ardhnarishwar, Bhairav, Mahesh, 


Pashupati, etc. 


Truly speaking, | understand that Yogi and Grihastha and 
Ardhnarishwar and Natraja and Bhikshatana and Pashupati and 
Rudra are the many forms of our own personality which we show in 
different forms of circumstances. 


Shiva is unification of all such different forms, and He is present in 


our Gosai. So, Shiva is in our DNA. 


The possible meanings of being Shiva may include the following 


things. 








Lord Shiva has full control over his sense organs and their inherent 
animal-like-instinct — because he is self-realised and enlightened — 


therefore, he is called ‘Pashupati’ — the lord of animals. 


The other meaning of it may be lord of heard of animals, which may 


mean a wealthy Grihastha. 


Both meaning are in contrast with each other, but that is it, and that 


is what Shiva is. He has included a Yogi and a Grihasth both in him. 
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In one form he is a cosmic dancer — Nataraj, while in the other form 
he tolerates no non-sense, and destroys them who commits mischief 


and misdeeds. In this form he is Rudra. 
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Our Pamily-Hibtory, Our Journey with God 








In one form he is Adiyogi, and has his eyes closed towards the 


society — a journey inward. 








While in the other form he is Ardhanarishwar who looks towards the 


society with open eyes - a journey outward. 
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In one form he is Bhikshatana (a begger, who seek alms from 
Grihastha), while in the other form he is a Grihastha himself 
(Shankar, with Parvati and sons — Ganesha and Skanda, and a Vahan 


bull named Nandi). 








In one form he resides on this earth (on Mount Kailasha and in 
Varanasi), and in one form he travels beyond the earth, to and fro the 


space. 


He is a form of Purush (485), who has born from no Purush. Vishnu 


and He is the one, who has been fathered by none. He is Adipurush. 
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Shiva is in our Gosai in the forms of Sokha Baba, Gorilmal Baba and 


Hanuman Ji. 


He is accompanied by Shakti in our Gosai in the form of Bageshwari 
Mai, Bandi Mai and Kali Mai. 


Our Gosai is a combination of Shiva and Shakti, so it is fertile and 


filled with energy. 


We should love our Gosai, respect our Gosai and fear from our Gosai 


as well. 
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
